From the north, after 
taking the new Carter Glass Bridge (which by-passes Lynchburg) con- 
tinue on 29 South, passing Marble Lake on left side of road, turn 
RIGHT into State Road 622 at the Hysprings Real Estate develop- 
ment. Proceed on 622 for a little over one and one-half miles until you 
see our road entrance sign which is on the lefthand side. From the 
south, take 29 North turning left into 622 which is about 3 miles beyond 
Virginia Inn Motel located at the intersection of 29 and 24. Custom- 
ers coming from the east or west may take 460, using directions from 
the north for 29. Route 24 comes into 29 south of us and may also 
be used either from the west or east, but is the only route which goes 
through Rustburg and so other motorists need pay no attention to our 
mailing address. All who come to Plantation Gardens receive a cordial 
welcome.
